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LIFE OF EWALD 
BARED BY FIGHT 
FOR tld MILLIONS 


Brothers Here to Contest Will 
in Which Great Fortune Is 
Bequeathed to Three Child- 
ren of Ellen Golden Who 
Were Adopted by Iron- 
master. 


MET WOMAN WHILE 
VISITING ST. LOUIS 


Lavished Wealth on Mother 
After She Accompanied 
Him to Louisville and Cut 
Off His Brothers and Sis- 
ters With $15,000 Apiece. 


.The bitter fight brothers and sisters 
are making to set aside the will of 
Louis P. Ewald, St. Louis ironmaster, 
and to wrest the bulk of his estate, 
estimated at between $3,000,000 and $5,- 
000,000, from Ellen Golden’s three chil- 
dren, whom he adopted, will reveal his 
1emarkable life if the suits are tried. 

Investigation by the brothers and sis- 
ters has brought to light the circum- 
>iances of the millionaire’s domestic ar- 
rungements, and they expect to present 
ovidence, according to the petition, that 
'e was under the influence of drugs 
ind in great fear of Ellen Golden when 
|e made his will. It provided that the 
«state should go to the children after 
iequests of $15,000 each to the brothers 
and sisters. 

Ewald, ea &t. Louisan, spent his later 


life in Louisville, although he main- 
tained a suite of rooms in the South- 
ern Hotel here and always spoke of 
St. Louis as his home. It was here 
that he met Ellen Golden, known also 
as Seamon, 

Fortune Came in Dream. 

Ewald made his great = forcune 
chiefly through his discovery of a 
method of manufacturing: “staple- 
be “ tron, used in certain parts of 

\ tives. He often said that the 
a.”  v came to him in a dream 
$0 yeu. before his death, as he slept 
in his home on the Cumberland River 
in. Kentucky, near his iron works 
there. The formula turned the tide 
of fortune which had set against 
him. 

The story of Ewald’s life, never 
more than hinted at in the suits to 
set aside his will and annul the adop- 
tion of the children, was told Monday 
in a news telegram to the Post-Dis- 
patch from Louisville, where he lived 
s0 quietly that few knew of him un- 
til after his death and the litigation 
which followed. 

Met Woman Here. 

At about thé time Ewald discovered 
the formula for stay-bolt iron and start- 
ed on the road to fortune, he made a 
trip to St. Louis and there met Ellen 
Golden, who had been the wife of 
Charles Seamon, a theatrical man. She 
came from Williamsport, Pa. With Sea- 
mon she lived at the Lindell Hotel for 
atime. Then Seamon and she separated 
and when Ewald met her she was living 
at 904 Chestnut street, St. Louis, with 
Mrs. Florence McClellan. 

When Ewald made Louisville his 
place of business she went there also. 
She lived first on Preston street near 
Breckenridge, then on Breckenridge be- 
tween Floyd and Preston, and in 1898 
Ewald bought property on Third street 
north of Breckenridge in what was 
theri the chief residence section of 
Louisville, tore down a $15,000 house and 
built a home for Ellen Golden. Mean- 
while two children had been born to 
her, Philip, who is now about 16 years 
old, and Helen, who is 12. 


Disappeared With Children. 


In 1900 Ewald was distracted by the 
disappearance of Ellen Golden and the 
two children. She left Louisville with 
them and did not let anyone know 
where she was goihg. Ewald em- 
ployed detectives and five or six weeks 
afterward the women aad the children 
were located in Williamsport, Pa., her 
old home. 

Ewald wanted her to return to him 
With the children and he agreed to adopt 
them. They returned and Nov. 10, 1900, 
by judgment of the Circuit Court in 
Louisville Ewald adopted Philip Golden, 
then aged 4 and Helen Golden, then 
4aged 2, and gave them his surname. 

Oct. 10, 1905, Ewald adopted Sterling 
D. Seamon, soa of Ellen J. Seamon, 
formerly Ellen J. Golden Sterling was 
then 4 years of age. 


Comment Causes Removal, 

At about the time this child was 
adopted Ewald's domestic arrangements 
began to cause comment in the vicin- 
ity of his Third avenue home and the 
upshot was that Ellen Golden left Louis- 
ville and went to Indianapolis. The 
children remained in Loulsville in the 
Third street house in care of a house- 
keeper. Ewald made many visits to 
Ellen Golden in Indianapolis, but she 
never returned to Loulsville. She after- 
ward went to troit. Ewald, it is 
said, had sem a fortune on her be- 
fore she left. She was — mentioned in 
his will. 

On July 31, 1909, Ewald died suddenly. 
His will, probated Aug. 3, 19098, set forth

ON TRAIL LEADING 
FROM TRAIN WRECK 


Dogs Rollow Tracks Which 
Show Men Ran From Scene 
of McKinley Derailment. 





TIMBER IN TRAIN’S PATH 





Day Coach Turns Over, but 14 
Passengers All Escape—15 
in Sleeper Not Awakened. 


Following the derailment and wreck- 
ing of an Illinois Traction System train 
at Snyder’s Crossing, four miles north 
of Edwardsville, early Monday morn- 
ing, in which the lives of 29 passengers 


were imperiled, tracks apparently made 


by men running were found leading 


away from the crossing. A plank placed 
across the rails caused the wreck. 

Believing the tracks those of wreck- 
ers, officials of the company telegraphed 
to Springfield for bloodhounds. The 
dogs were brought to the scene before 
noon and took up the trail and followed 
it off into the country. 

Although the express car and day 
coach went into the ditch and turned 
bottom side up, none of the passengers 
Was injured. The motorman, C. -H. 
Lewis, was pinned in his cab, out re- 
ceived only bruises. The 15 passengers 
in the sleeper, which did not leave the 


rails, were not even awakened. 


The train, known as No. 92, left St. 
Louis at 11:45. The day coach and Pe- 
oria sleeper were drawn by an express 

It was in charge of Conduc- 
em Louis. 


Sees Timber on Track. 
Approaching Snyder’s crossing, about 


1:30 a. m., Motorman Lewis saw a tim- 
ber lying across the track, but was not 
able to stop the train quickly enough 
to avoid running into it. The express 
car and day coach, after being thrown 
from the rails, ran some distance over 
the ties and then the express car went 
over an embankment to the left and the 
day coach to the right. 

The 14 passengers in the day coach, 
as the: car turned upside down, were 
hurled in a heap to the roof. They 
scrambled out through the doors and 
windows. 

Motorman Lewis was cramped in his 
cab, but was taken out through the 
door leading into the express compart- 
ment, and was not hurt beyond a slight 
wrenching and some bruises. The stool 
on which he sat was smashed. 

The timber was found to be a cross- 
ing plank, which had been displaced. 
Whether this had been done by 
wheels of a wagon or by wreckers 
was the “question. 

Tracks Indicate Fugitives, 

When Superintendent J.-R. Cithoola, 
examining the vicinity of the crossing, 
found the tracks of men leading away, 
the toes having made such a deep.im- 
pression that the men seemd to ve 
been running, he considered, Coie 
cious.

by passing bogus checks. 

Riggin, 28 years old, who wears 
glasses, is small of stature and has 
a decidedly ministerial air, contrasted

Fifteen intoxicated men and other of- 


fenders were housed in the same in- 
closure with him. 
Cashed $15 Check, 

He was arrested Saturday: after- 
noon, shortly after he had persuaded 
George Loewenguth, a Granite City 
grocer, to cash a check for $15, made 
out payable to H. M. Anderson and 
indorsed by Riggin with that name. 
In his pocket were found three other 
checks, one for $12, one for $14 and 
one for $15, similarly made out, but 
not indorsed. 

The check passed on Lowenguth was 
signed with the name of Faulkner & 
Jones, a real estate firm, and in his 
pocket was a bogus receipt for $250, 
paid to the firm for a lot. Inquiry 
showed that he had talked te the firm 
of buying 2 lot, but had not made a 
payment. \ 

Loewenguth said Monday that, as he 
had recovered the money he gave Rig- 
gin, he would not prosecute. The pris- 
oner seemed to believe that he would 
soon be at liberty, took his plight 
calmly, but showed. regret when h 
learned that he would not be allowed to 
enter the ministry. 

Lived on Almost Nothing. 

“It was my ambition to be ordained 
a Baptist minister,’’ he said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘‘My wife and I lived 
on alnfost nothing in our effort to get 
along until I could become a regular 
clergyman and take a charge which 
would provide a living salary. 

“T had lately got the supply place at 
Woodriver, but it paid only $5 a Sun- 
day, and the rest I had to make by 
selling books, a very difficult means 
of livelihood, with crop conditions as 
they are. During the college year at 
Shurtleff I had some work around the 
but there has been nothing 
line lately. I was absolutely 
and feit that I had to do 
something to get funds. 

“IT yielded to temptation and com- 
mitted my first dishdnest act, without 
stopping to think of the consequences. 
I don’t know what my wife will think 
of it, as I haven't heard from her,”’ 

While he was behind the bars Sunday, 
members of the Upper Alton Baptist 
Church were hunting for’ Riggin 
through the Woodriver neighborhood 
where he had been canvassing for books 
when last seen by his friends. 

Mrs. Riggin, who received no word 
from her husband after his arrest Sat- 
urday evening, feared that some harm 
had befallen him, and she appealed to 
the members of the church to aid in the 
hunt. The Rev. H. N. Day referred 
tu the hunt for the young man in his 
Sunday morning sermon, and called’ a 
meeting of the men of the: church for 
1 p. m. in order to organize a more 
thorough search. 

By the time the men met, some of 
them had learned the reason for Rig- 
gin’s absence. The reason was alsw 
known to the members of the church 
at Woodriver, who had _ gathered 
Sunday morning and awaited the 
minister for some time, before learn- 
ing that he was a prisoner. 

Wife Is Overcome. 

Ray McClellan, a friend of Riggin, 
at 
the fall, and returning, told Mrs. Rig- 
gin of the charge. The. young wom- 
an, who has made every effort to heip 
her husband through the difficulr 
period of preparation, was overcome 
by the news. 

The Shurtleff College authorities were 


lalmost as greatly surprised and shocked.

For the greater part of his life Ewald 
maintained three homes. He had a suite 
of rooms in the Galt House in Louisville. 
He had the house on Third avenue, 
where Ellen Golden lived with her chil- 
dren. He also maintained rooms in the 
Southern Hotel in St. Louis. 

Kept His Money Here. 


Though he made his money in Louis- 
ville he kept it in St. Louis. There 
were three institutions there with which 
he did business, the Boatmen’s Bank, the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co.,and the 
Franklin Bank. And this brings up the 
story of how he happened to give $30,000 
to the Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 

Ewald was talking to President 
Thompson of the Boatmen’s Bank one 
day. Thompson asked him for a sub- 
scription to the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position and Ewald subscribed $5000. 

Some time later Ewald went to pay 
this subscription and asked for the list 
of subscribers. He looked it over and 
was disgusted to see that none of the 
wealthy St. Louisans had contributed 
heaviley. 

“Give me a check,” he said. 

He filled it for $30,000, paying to the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 

Called St. Loutsans Pikers. 


“Show that to some of these pikers,’’ 
he said, ‘‘and see if they won’t be will- 
ing to give a little more.’”’ 

The gift made Ewald the largest, indi- 
vidual, contributor to the exposition. 

Ewald was a man of violent temper 
and when crossed was likely to fly 
into a fury. His appearance was strik- 
ing. When a youyg man he had small- 
pox, which pitted the lower part of his 
face. So cover this he wore a full beard 
and his eyes, which were steel blue, 
were remarkably piercing. 

He had a strange whim about money. 
He would not carry 10-cent-pieces and 
half dollars, but he always carried a 
pocketful of quarters to use as small 
change. AS a rule he had from $1000 to 
$5000 with him. .He tipped hotel ser- 
vants liberally.

It was stated at the White House to- 
day that a careful search of the files in 
the executive offices failed to reveal 
any record of a letter to the President 
from Charles P. Taft concerning Ryan 
or bearing in *ny way upo.w the Con- 
troller Bay affair. 

The most important development of 
the investigation of the case by the 
House Committee on the Interior De- 
partment today was the testimony of 
Commissioner Dennett of the general 
land office that the claimants represent- 
ed by Richard S. Ryan of New York 
said to represent the Guggenheim in- 
terests, had benefited by the omission 
of one provision in the final postscript 
of the papers. 

Chairman Graham of the House Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the Interior 
Depariment, took up the Controller Bay 
investigation today. The first witness 
will be Mrs. Myrtle F. Abbott, a maga- 
zine wirter, and the next Fred Dennett, 
Commissioner of the General Land Of- 
fice.

Two Leaders in Contest Starting 
Today at Kansas City to Re- 
present U. S. 


BAGS EVENLY MATCHED 


103 St. Louisans of Million Pop 
Club on Ground to Cheer 
Berry, Their Entry. 





KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 10.—Sevea 
great balloons, piloted by widely-knowa 
American aeronauts, today tug at their 
moorings in the aviation field along the 
Missouri River here and await the 
starting signal in the national balloon 
race. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon, or as soon 
thereafter as atmospheric conditions 
will permit, the starter, A. B. Lambert, 
president of the St. Louis Aero Club, 
will officially release the first strug- 
gling air craft. At intervals of five 
minutes thereafter, until the last bal- 
loon shall have cleared the ground, a 
contestant will be set free. 

This is an elimination contest to select 
two pilots to represent the United 
States in the James Gordon Bennett Cup 
race, which starts from Kansas City 
Oct. 5. In that race, which is an inter- 
national event, three pilots, the two 
leaders ir the national meet and Alan 
R. Hawley, will sail under the Stars 
and Stripes. Hawley piloted the Amer- 
ica II to victory in the Eennett Cup 
race last year by making a flight of 1171 
13-100 miles into the Canadian wilds. 
On account of this performance he is 
eligible to fly in the international con- 
test this year without making a pre- 
liminary trip. 

The entries in the national race fol- 
low: 

Kansas City Aero Club—Kansas City, 
H. E. Honeywell, pilot. 

St. Louis Aero Club—St. Louis IV, 
Lieutenant Frank P. Lahm, pilot: Miss 
Sofia, William F. Assman, pilot, and 
the Million Population Club, John W.

Balloon#’ Evealy Matched. 

The ballooons are regarded as evenly 
matched, each being of 80,000 feet ca- 
pacity. 

Distance traveled alone will be con- 
sidered in determin'ng the leaders in 
the contest. Kansas City, on account 
of its inland location, is believed to be 
an ideal starting point for a race under 
such conditions. With a good north 
or notheast wind followers of aero- 
nautics believe several long flights wil] 
be made. 

The honor of competing in the Ben- 
nett cup race is the big plum for which 
the pilots in the contest today are 
striving, but there are other prizes to 
bea gained. Each pilot, regardless of 
his showing in the meet, will be given 
$100. Silver cups will be awarded the 
two leaders. 

Lahm First Winner. 

One of the entrants, Lieut. Frank P. 
Lahm, won the Bennett cup the first 
time it was ever raced for. That race 
started from Paris on Sept. 30, 1906. He 
flew to Whitby, England, a distance of 
415 miles. Last year he again was an 
entrant in the race. That time he sailed 
the balloon he is piloting today, the St. 
Louis IV, 550 miles. Lieut. Lahm has 
been long connected with the army. At 
present his duty is that of instructor in 
aeronautics at Fort Riley, Kan. 

Capt. H,. E. Honeywell has made 165 
balloon trips, more than any other en- 
trant. His most noted flight was from 
Chicago on July 4, 1908, when he crossed 
Lake Michigan, Lake Huron, Lake On- 
tario and Lake Champlain. 

One of the most perilous balloon 
flights ever made in this country was 
that of William F. Assman frem San 
Antonio, Tex., to Gower, Mo., last Feb. 
24, in an attempt to win the Lahm cup. 
A few hours after he ascended, his bal- 
loon, the Miss Sofia, was caught upina 
snow cloud. At one time the bag reached 
an altitude of 16,000 feet. Assman was in 
the air 22 hours and 28 minutes, making 
an average distance of 32% miles an 
hour. 

The efforts of John M. Berry, pilot of 
the Million Population Club balloon, 
lately have been centered, in the main, 
upon perfecting a steering apparatus for 
a dirigible balloon. He has madc a 
great number of flights. 

From every city that has a representa- 
tive In the race delegations were pres- 
ent when the aviation field gates opened, 
three hours before the time for the first 
balloon to rise. St. Louis sent 103 repre- 
sentatives on a special train.

“IT am at a loss to understand how 
letters could have been secreted behind 
the trunk in the girls’ apartment for 
two days as Detective Cumming of the 
Ansona stated in court,’’ Deputy Dillon 
said to a reporter at the close of his 
Sunday investigation. “If it is true that 
the city detectives and Robert Moore, 
counsel for the girls, examined the 
trunk they certainly could not have 
overlooked a package of letters in the 
place described by the house detective. 

“From the information I now have it 
is impossible for me to state .my con- 
clusions. The whole matter will be 
placed before Commissioner Waldo. 

“Cumming has said he went to the 
apartment June 9, put his hand behind 
the trunk and there found the package 
of letters, from which, it is charged, 
nine are missing. I cannot understand 
that unless sqgmebody put them there 
for him to find.” 

Dillon closely questioned Bloom about 
the alleged looting of the apartment by 
detectives the night of the” shooting. 
He was told the trunk owned by the 
girls had ben ransacked in search for 
evidence which might establish the 
cause of the shooting and that the 
furniture had been moved in the hunt 
for bullets. Bloom then told his ver- 
sion of the missing letters. 

Dentes Detective’s Story. 

“These letters were never found be- 
hind that trunk,”’ said Bloom. ‘If Cum- 
ming, the Ansonia House detective, says 
he found them there, is is greatly mis- 
taken. I never made any arrangement 
by which Lawyer Gleason and Cum- 
ming were granted leave to search the 
rooms occupied by the girls. 

“When Mr. Stokes’ detective came to 
the apartment he was/with Central Of- 
fice detectives. I believed him to be one 
of them and followed him to go through 
th rooms, but I am certain there was 
no package behind the trunk for the 
reason that I had seen the trunk moved 
twice- before that time.”’ 

“On Tuesday morning, as soon as the 
last witness has been called and *the 
case formally closed, we shall ask 
Magistrate Freschi to take official cog- 
nizance of the fact that one of the 
chief witnesses, James Cumming, has 
been guilty of a crime in connection 
with the evidence in this case,’’ de- 
clared Attorney Clark J. Jordan, of 
counsel to defendants last night.”

One of the Steel Steamers Is 
Lost in Crash Caused 
by Fog. 


THRILLING RESCUE OF 31 


Six Women and a Boy Saved at 
Midnight—Several Persons 
Injured.

SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich., July 10.— 
Three lives were lost and 31 persons, 
including six women and a boy, had a 
thrilling midnight rescue when 
steamer John Mitchell of Chicago, was 
sunk in coHision with the steamer Wil- 
liam H. Mack of Cleveland, off Ver- 
million Point, Lake Superior, about 6 
miles northwest of Saulte Ste. Marie.

The William H. Mack is 354 feet 
long and belongs: to the Jenkins Steam- 
ship Co. of Cleveland.

The nations will, 
of course, cheerfully permit the iron men to take 
and keep all the iron mines. They will humbly 
submit to their dictation. They will ask per- 
mission of the ironmasters to make guns, build 
ships, construct railroads, declare war and restore 


| peace. 


For the full realization of their purpose the 
masterful steel men will have to shape the 
laws anu direct the policies of nations. They 
will have to subdue the peoples, but possessing 
all the iron and stee] manufacturing machinery 
they probably think this an easy task. 

Remembering how Germany handled the pri- 
vate owners of railroads and is now handling 
Polish interests one can imagine with what meek- 
ness she will take a back seat and accept with 
gratitude the quota of steel awarded her by the 
ironmasters at their own prices. 

Although Great Britain is smashing the monop- 
oly of land and demolishing the power of the 
Peers the British Government will bow to the 
will of the Lords of steel. It will limit its navy 
to the prescribed steel output and increase tax 
levies to pay the price. 

The American people will reverse their anti- 
monopoly policy and force the Supreme Court 
to substitute the rule of monopoly for the rule 
of reason. They will cease to conserve their 
natural resources and will let the monopolists 
seize and seal them for future profits. 

These are wonderful visions of power and 
glorious dreams of wealth. The time of monopoly 
has gone to the heads of the ironmasters. We 
get an inkling of the international conference 
and the real nature of the gang scheme of world- 
wide control of steel production and the market. 

These are dangerous designs. The “Masters 
of the World” may awake from their glowing 
delusions in Government jails,

He also 
acquired foresight, but neither insight nor fore- 
sight was worth anything in averting the mani- 
fest danger, now illustrated when he himself oc- 
cupies a position sq prominent in the New York 
courts that his own nature is an object o. study 
to the country in general. 

To Mr. Stokes himself his education may final- 
lv be worth its cost. The attractive Miss Sharpe 
ought to be as good as she seems to be on 
first acquaintance. She will never be dangerous 
to any one who is satisfied to leave her to be 
as good as she looks.

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POPULARITY OF MEMOIRS. 

A favorite form of literature in England dur- 
ing the eighteenth century generally carried this 
title or something very like it: “The Memoirs 
of a Lady of Quality.” In a few instances the 
memoirs were actually written by a lady of 
quality, but in most cases they were the work 
of some Grub street hack, whose knowledge of 
polite society had been gathered from associa- 
tion with servants who had fost their liveries 
or had descended so low in the social scale that 
they would drink with authors, the miserable 
retainers of publishers and booksellers. Of real 
value as human documents are any and all books 
that have been produced by “ladies of quality” 
when moved by the true spirit of autobiography, 
which so easily assumes the shape of memoirs. 
The Memoirs of Mrs. J. L. D. Morrison of St. 
Louis have therefore a value that is not depend- 
ent upon their literary style, or want of it. 
France is the country that has produced the 
ereatest number of memoirs, and of the greatest 
interest to the world. It is in France, too, that 
memoir-writing attained perfection. Women 
there have been scarcely less successful than men 
in giving literary form and finish to the chron- 
icles of their own lives and their own times. 
Even the famous letters of Mme. de Sevigne are 
hardly more than memoirs in an _ epistolary 
form. A newspaper reviewer has called attention 
to the French-Irish blood of Mrs. Morrison and 
intimates that the mixture adds piquancy to her 
comments and revelations. This remark recalls 
the fact that the most brilllant book. of memoirs 
in all French literature, was written by an Irish- 
man, Anthony, Count Hamilton, whose “Memoirs 
of Gramont” is a classic in this species of social 
history. Hamilton had fought for James II at 
the battle of the Boyne and after that disaster 
to the Stuart King’s cause he retired to France, 
where he had spent most of his youth. There 
he wrote the story of the court of Charles II of 
England which has done most to preserve the 
memory of the “Merry Monarch’'s” environment. 
Mrs. Morrison has not written one of those 
immortal books which are preserved for cen- 

















turies by. the merits of their character drawing 








and the eminence of the people with whom they 
deal. But she has evidently produced a work 
that in addition to its local interest will furnish 
material to the psychologist and to the student 
of the complex phenomena of social leadership. 
From first to last she is a manifestation of force, 
which as surely sways the frivolities of society 
as it absolutely controls the activities of business 


and politics. 
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Under the new law, the persons whose auto- 
mobile ran down and injured farmer Mertz, on 
the Clayton Road, and who were’ too cowardly 
to acknowledge themselves, committed a felony 
by concealing their identity. It is morally some- 
thing worse than the law has made it. 
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By reducing the price of good touring cars 
to $1000 the automobile manufacturers have com- 
pleted the humiliation of the oydinary man.

The purchase of 9000 acres of Mis- 
sissippi cotton lands by a Holland 
syndicate in connection with the pre- 
vious acquisition of 32,000 acres by 
Lancashire milling interests, is an in- 
ternational trade symptom of great 
interest. It indicates a recognition 
by British and Continental manufac- 
turers of the futility of their efforts 
to become independent of the Ameri- 
can supply by fostering cotton-grow- 
ing in South America and the East. 
King Cotton's throne is in the South. 

The southern States in 1910 pro- 
duced 10,651,000 bales of cotton, as 
against a product of 2,471,000 by the 
East Indies and all the rest of the 
world. Mississippi’s crop in a nor- 
mal year exceeds in amount all the 
cotton grown in India and would 
alone supply half the British needs. 
The investment of British and Dutch 
capital in Mississippi cotton lands 
should further increase production 
ang otherwise enrich the State.

Grimm followed, but they had to almost 
pry big Jordan loose from his hold on 
the boat, and toss him out into the 
current. Meanwhile the Westerns, in 
practically the same predicament as the 
Mound Citys, were struggling along. 

Nearing the finish line, it looked like the 
crew would surely have to swim to the 
line, but they kept plugging and finally got 
across. No sooner had they finished than 
the four men jumped out into the river as 
to stay in the shell might resultein breaking 
the bulk heads and wrecking the boat.

Vegetable Prices Drop, 
but Produce Is of Poor 
Quality and Still Dear 





Quotations Are Fifty Per 
Cent Higher Than Last 
Year—Rains of Two 
Weeks Ago Bring Decrease 
—Potatoes Hofd Their 
Price. 





The vegetable market broke sharply 
Monday in many lines. The decrease in 
prices is attributed to the increased 


supply of home-grown products follow- 
ing rains of two weeks ago. The prices 
still are 60 per cent higher than last 
year, and the quality of the products 
this year is considered poor. 

The poor quality makes the vegetable 
part of the dinner more expensive be- 
cause it cannot be handled as well in 
cooking as good products. 

Potatoes Hold Price. 

Potatoes still hold their price and are 
extremely small. The crop was almost 
destroyed by the hot weather and it 
is now too late for it to be benefitted 
by rains. Shipments from Virginia are 
of good quality and bring fancy prices. 

Home-Grown Tomatoes In. 

Home-grown tomatoes of good quality 
are beginning to reach the market, and 
the supply promises to be plentiful with- 
in a few days, dealers say. The quality 
is better than those handled last week, 
and bring @ slightly higher price, but 
will go further when served on the 
table. 

Sweet corn in large quartities reached 
the market Monday and is now selling 
lewer than last year. Corn sold for 15 
cents a dozen Monday. Last week the 
price was around 25 cents a dozen, and 
last year it brought 20 cents a dozen. 
The quality is poorer this year than last,

Canteloupes are higher now because 
the California crop has about given 
out and it is too early for homegrown 
and Colorado melons. Watermelons are 
plentiful and are cheaper Monday. The 
homegrown supply promises to be good. 
Most of the watermelons now sold are 
shipped from Georgia. 

Peaches From Arkansas. 

Arkansas peaches of good quality are 
now reaching the market and sell for 
about the same price as last year. The 
homegrown peaches so far received are 
small and of poor quality, selling at 
about $1.20 a basket of one-third of a 
bushel. Arkansas peaches sell for about 
$4 a bushel. Dealers say they expect 
the peach crop to be about half of the 
average this year and that prices later 
will not be very high. 

Radishes, lettuce and smaller vege- 
tables, which are strictly a local crop, 
are not as high as other vegetables 
comparatively. They are raised on 
truck farms within shipping distance of 
St. Louis and the supply is regulated 
by the regularity with which the small 
gardener sprinkles his vegetables. The 
prices in this line are about the .same 
as lats year. Some of the lettuce sold 
here is shipped from the rain-supplied
